Subject, —Export of Salad Oil by Industrial Units and its replacement by 
less costly oils — September’ 62— August’ 63. 

No. 6 E.T.C.(PN )/82 —Attention of the trade is invited to Public Notice 
No. 6/ETC (PN) /62, dated the 1st September, 1062, regarding export of ground¬ 
nut oil and its replacement by leas costlier oils. 

2. It has now been decided that any exporter will be granted import licences 
for palm oil or copra equivalent to 50 per cent of the f.o.b value of the Salad Oil 
(export of which is decontrolled) if evidence of its export is produced and found 
in order. 

3. The exporters may submit applications for import of palm oil or copra 
in the prescribed manner and form to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 
New Delhi, on or before the 28th February, 1963, accompanied by Treasury 
Receipt of appropriate value and valid I. V.C./Exemption No. supported by the 
satisfactory documentary evidence of exports of Salad oil having been effected. 

4. The terms and conditions mentioned in paras 5 and 0 of the Public Notice 
No. 57 ETC(PN)/ 82 , dated the 1st September, 1962, will, however, remain opera¬ 
tive in this case also.
